SHAW’S ATTORNEYS have 
filed notice they intend to ap- 
peal a decision by a three- 
judge federal court which 
refused to block the state’s 
prosecution of Shaw. 

After thejederal panel gave 


the go-ahead to the state to 
prosecute, the September 
trial date was set by Alcock 
and Criminal Court Judge Ed- 
ward A. Haggerty Jr. 

It will be up to the three- 
judge federal panel to grant 
or refuse Shaw a stay of trial 
pending the Supreme Court’s 
hearing of the appeal. 

A stay would mean a delay 
of at least two months, since 
the high court is in recess 
until October. 

Alcock s motion filed today 
noted that it has been more 
than a year since Shaw was 
charged. Shaw was arrested 
March 11, 1967, and later or- 
dered bound over for trial, 
by a three-judge Criminal 
Court panel. 

The state said that such a 
delay is “unreasonable and 
injurious to the state’s case.” 

THE MOTION alleged that 
two of the state’s key wit- 
nesses have died, one just 
prior to the filing of Shaw’s 
suit in federal court and one 
while the federal judges were 
deliberating. ' 

A “serious offense” is al 
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leged and the state has a 
right to proceed with the trial 
in the best interests of citi- 
zens of Orleans Parish, the i 
motion declared.
